MASSACHIC OK 
MISSIOJJAUIKS.— Des- 


patches received in Liverpool from Mel- 
bourne announce the massacre in New 
Guinea ol a inmiucr ol missionaiius ijj- 
longing to the London Missioiury Society. 
The news was conveyed to Melbourne in 
a telegram from the Rev. Mr. Beswick, 
who himself narrowly escaped with his 
life. 
It appears that on tho 7th of March 


the missionaries were attacked by the 
natives at Kato, in the district of Port 
Moresby, llulu, and four of them, with 
two of their wives, four children, and two 
servants were killed. The native!, also 
attempted to kill four native boys who 
were with the missionary party, but they 
saved themselves by swimming. 
Not the 


slightest provocation was given, but it is 
stated in the despatch that tho perpetra- 
tors of other previous massacres on the 
coast have not been punished, and this is 
considered to be the main cause of the 
outbreak. The total number of persons 
killed was twelve, but the list would have 
been much greater had not the remainder 
of the party made their immediate escape. 
For fear the natives would make u further 
attack upon the missionaries in the outly- 
ing district, they were all removed from 
their stations to Port Moresb}.— London 
Daily News.

Members of the club were en- 
gaged in practice at the 1000 yard range, 
and George Margetts was firing at the 
target, when the marker, George Jenkins, 
stepped in front and received the bullet, 
which passed through his body and, 
strange as it may appear, struck the bull's 
eye. The bullet was ona of Remington's 
550 grains, and entered at the back be- 
low the shoulder-blade, passing out about 
an inch below the left nipple. After 
looking where the ball had struck the 
target, and seeing that it was a bull's 
eye, Jenkins says he felt a stinging pain 
as if a needle had gone through him. He 
then yelled to tlie paitics at the langefor 
the purpose of letting them know that he 
had been struck, and then ran down the 
range 240 or 250 yards, and fell over. 
He bled but little from the wound, there 
has not been much internal hemorrhage, 
and he is likely to recover.
